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Foreword 


In  March  1938,  the  Social  Security  Bulletin  was  inaugurated  as  a  monthly 
publication  providing  statistical  and  technical  information  to  persons  concerned  with 
the  operations  of  the  new  Social  Security  program.  Over  the  years,  the  Bulletin  has 
published  many  articles  and  short  features  that  are  still  of  interest  to  historians, 
researchers,  students,  policy  analysts,  reference  librarians,  and  others. 

In  1982,  to  assist  these  individuals  in  their  research  efforts,  the  Social  Security 
Administration  published  a  cumulative  Author,  Title,  and  Subject  Index  to  the 
Social  Security  Bulletin,  1938-79.  That  index  met  a  long-standing  need  to  provide 
readers  with  a  comprehensive  publishing  history.  It  also  contained  a  separate  index  to 
the  statistical  tables  published  in  the  Bulletin. 

This  current  publication  updates  the  1938-79  index  through  1988.  Annual  author- 
title  indexes  are  published  in  each  year's  December  Bulletin.
